Believe Kelloy Innocent. 

The attorneys for Kelloy. though 
they have given out no fermal state- 
ment, indicate their bel in the 
innocence of their client, and they 


expect to develop evindence that 
will prove Kelloy entirely innocent 
of the shooting of Trexler. 


Investigations are now under 
way that promise sensations of a 
startling nature and the ramifica- 
tions of the crime of last Friday, 


{which brought about the death of 


Leroy Trexler, may yet eatend into 
various avenues of Atlanta life no 
yet brought before the public in 
connection with the case. 

This much is true, that the at- 
torneys for Kelloy ‘will leave no 
stone unturned in their effarts to 
establish the’ truth with reference 
to thr crime and pending investiga- 
tions that are being made it is prob- 
able that they will ask that the case 
be continued beyond Thursday. 

Tt is declared that the feeling 
agamst Kelloy has been. running 
high at Griffin since last Friday 
afternoon when young Frexler, 
found dead a short distance off the 
roadside while on a trip supposedly 
to Savannah with Kelloy. but At- 
torneys Allen and Crawford, of At- 
lanta, who represent Kelloy. take 
no stock in the stories of violence 
that are declared to be probable 
should -their client be bivught to 
Spalding cournty. They declare they 
will not ask for a change of venue, 
helleving Kelloy can sécure a fair 
trial .in that county. 

Various theories have been ad- 
vanced concerning the shooting of 
Trexler. One of these theortes is 
that the young .axi driver was shot 
by Jack Kelloy. who wished to se- 
cure the car. and escape from the 
state.

CONFLICT IS ASSUMING 
ALARMING PROPORTIONS 


Albanians Have Repulsed 
Invaders, But Are Una- 
ble to Resist Indefinitely 
Millions of Jugo-Slavs. 


Washington, September 15.—Pres- 
ident Wilson and Premiers Llioyd- 
George and Millerand have been 
asked by the Albanian government 
to take steps to compel Serbia to 
withdraw its troops from Albanian 
territory, C. A. Chekrezi, Albanian 
commissioner to the ‘United States, 
announced today. Communications 
to this effect had been sent, he 
said, by M. Konitza, Albanian for- 
eign minister, now in Paris. 

These requests were made, Mr. 
Chekrezi said, because the Albanian- 
Serbian conflict:“has been lately as- 
suming alarming proportions that 
might endanger the peace of the 
Balkans.” 

The text of the communication to 
President Wilson follows: 

“We are informed by our govern- 
ment that the Serbians, pushing 
their invasion from north and east, 
have reached the region of Mati, 
half way between the Albanian 
frontier and the coast, passing thus 
far beyond the Hmits fixed by them- 
selves in 1918; the so-called line of 
demarcation, and have destroyed 
about forty villages. The Albanians 
have repulsed these invaders, bwt, 
being exhausted and weak in num- 
‘bers, are un@&bie to resist indeft- 
nitely the millions of Jugo-Slavs, 
who are seemingly determined te 
destroy our nation. I implore your 
excellency to take immediate steps 
in order to secure the withdrawal 
of the Serbians from Albania and 
Save our nation from destruction; 


}otherwise, gravest consequences will 


follow throughout the Balkans.”

The suit is the result of the ra- 
fusal of County Trustee Bell to ac- 
cept payment of the 1919 poll tax 
for complainants when they ap- 
peared at his office last Monday 
and tendered the money for same. 

Trustee Bell refused payment of 
the poll tax on the ground that an 
opinion handed him by H. Osment 
attorney for Davidson county, held 
that the laws of the state of Ten- 
nessee did not require women to 
pay a poll tax in order to vote.

Macon, Ga., September 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—With the re@rzanization of 
the Macon Machine Gun company

AS TO MAINE. 
The primary result in Maine is 


being given a great deal more sig- 


nificance than it deserves. 

The republicans concentrated 
their efforts there for the purpose 
of creating a psychological effect 
upon the nation. 

The fact is, in a normal repub- 
lican state a greater majority than 
usual was piled up, largely be- 
cause of republican pressure. And 
yet there is no denying that at the 
moment there is a_ restlessness 
that is prevailing generally, and it 
has shown itself in the early pri- 
maries. It was apparent in Geor- 
gia, just as in Maine—a disposition 
to change, to get away from some- 
thing that exists. It manifested 
itself in New Orleans, where Mayor 
Behrman, after fourteen years of 
service as chief executive, was de- 
feated, notwithstanding the fact 
that he was regarded as invincible. 

The result in Maine is simply an 
expression of that prevailing unrest 
in this country and throughout the 
world. It always follows war, and 
generally the dominant party is 
the victim. Normal conditions do 
not exist in politics any more than 
in business, hence normal stand- 
ards do not apply in gauging re- 
sults. The vote of Maine means 
nothing more than that Maine is 
suffering from the affliction that 
is at the present time affecting 
mankind generally. 

Maine’s result does not mean 
that the nation is going repub- 
lican, In old ring-ruled republican 
states this same spirit of restless- 
ness may and no doubt will ex- 
press itself in the interest of Cox 
and Roosevelt. 

And, after all, it is nearly two 
months before the fall election. 
The quivering pendulum may be- 
come steady before that time. 


DESTRUCTIVE PLAY. 


As the stellar feature to attract 
the public to the Minnesota State 
fair, the management advertised 
for the opening day, September 4, 


a “thrilling death duel” between | 
two “gigantic locomotives directly ' 


in front of the grandstand.” 

It was to be “a genuine head-on 
collision,” and presumably, as per 
expectations, both engines were 
either demolished or incapacitated 
for further usefulness in helping 
to bear their share of carrying the 
nation’s commerce. 

According to the fair manage- 
ment’s screaming advertisement, 
carried in The St. Paul Pioneer 
Press on the morning of the 
“duel,” “with screeching whistles 
and full head of steam, the two 
engines, weighing 160,000 pounds 
each will rush down the tracks 
towards each other at a speed of 
a mile a minute,” and dash each 
other to death. 

And at a time when every pound 
of the coal that was used in mak- 
ing those heads of steam is badly 
needed in American industries 
and American homes: and when 
every locomotive and every rail- 
way car is badly needed to trans- 
port American commerce and the 
necessaries of life, it seems like 
the deliberate staging of a head-on 
collision is a mighty expensive 
and wasteful means of amusing 
the public. 

The day we are living in de- 
mands, first of all, production; not 
destruction. And nothing that is 
essentially and purely destructive 
should be tolerated. 

Of course, the banging together 
of two onrushing steel giants of 
the rail, each with a velocity of 
sixty miles an hour, is naturally 
intended to furnish a thrif; but 
so would the dynamiting of a sky- 
scraper or the deliberately planned 
burning of a dry goods store 
building. 

Yet no benefit could come from 
either spectacle; and a perform- 
ance from which no possible good 
can come should not be permitted. 

Play, like work, should’ be con- 
structive, not destructive; produc- 
tive, not at the expense of pro- 
duction. 

And play that entails the de- 
struction of rgilroad rolling stock 
without any possible compensatory 
benefits—and especially under ex- 
isting conditions of inadequate 
transportation facilities the coun- 
try over—might very profitably be 
dispensed with.

One climate may be more con- 
ducive to open air life than another, 
at cértain seasons of the year, so 
unquenchable is the catching cold 
delusion; yet cold, hard statistics 
fail to support the fancy that one 
is less likely to recover from tuber- 
culosis in the home climate than in 
sOme more romantic climate far, far 
away. Change of altitude is some- 
times advisable; change of resi- 
dence may be sometimes advisable 
for various reasons other than cli- 
matic; but the fact remains that re- 
cqvery is as sure and as swift in 
one part of the country as in an- 
other, provided the patient be in- 
telligently treated. 

‘TB victims, playing the danger- 
ous game of self-doctoring, like to 
imagine that they should practice 
deep breathing to “strangthen the 
lungs.” They should not. In many 
cases deep breathing is exceedingly 
harmful. Certainly it is a perilous 
pastime to indulge in, save by spe- 
cific - direction of the attending 
physician, who knows the present 
condition of the lungs. 

Exercise, that remedy played up 
so convincingly, is the most harm- 
ful influence to which the self-doc- 
toring victim of TB is exposed, 
once he is weaned away from the 
innumerable cures exploited by 
Charlatans of all colors. Exercise 
is a powerful remedy, but for the 
tuberculous a dangerous two-edged 
weapon. The dosage of exercise to 
be employed, if any exercise at all 
is advisable, is. a vital question 
which no one but the patient’s at- 
tending physician can answer. To 
attempt to use such a remedy em- 
pirically or in a haphazard manner 
is to court disaster. 

In hundreds of cases of pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis the straw that 
turns the scale against recovery— 
the natural outcome, if nature re- 
ceives a fair show—has been this 
seemingly minor question of rest 
and exercise, or rather the fool-

ANSWER—Hardness is produced 
by both lime’ and magnesium salts 
in the water. Boiling removes tem- 
porarv hardness from drinking wa- 
ter. Permanent hardness is not rer 
movable from drinking water, ex- 
cept by distillation. Permanent 
hardness, which means hardness 
remaining after the water has been 
boiled, may be overcome, for laun- 
dry purposes, by adding washing 
soda. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that lime in water which 
tastes fit to drink hardens the ar- 
terlies or otherwise injures health.

WARMLY SCORED: 
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Program to “Rid” Gov- 
ernment of Officials Not 
Enforcing Volstead Law 
Planned by Prohis.

Washington, September 14.—A 
program designed to “rid” Ahe Zov- 
ernment of officials who do not ob- 
serve or enforce the “spirit as ‘well 
of the Volstead. act, 
was put under way at the first ses- 
sion today of a national conference 
here of Anti-Saloon league officials. 

As the first step toward carrying 
out the proposed program, the con- 
ference appointed a committee to 
draft a resolution which, league of- 
ficials said, would serve notice on 
federal judges that their “sacred 
duties must be sacredly performed.” 
The committee was instructed to re- 
port tomorrow. Impeachment pro- 
ceedings were suggested aS means 
to compel judges employ in “a 
proper manner” the penal provi- 
sions of the prohibition enforee- 
ment act in dealing with 
cenvicted of violating the law. 

The conference, in its discussions, 
evinced a determination that the 
next congress Be made ‘“dry”*” and 
kept dry.” Speakers expressed the 
fear that “the power of the wets is 
not entirely downed,’ and unless 
a majority maintained con- 
gress favorable torigid enforcement, 
the prohibition -eode may be 
changed.

Many 
judges were pictured astoo lenient 
and as having permitted violators 
to escape punishment with fines ot 
a few hundred dollars. Speakers 
also told of what they described as 
“amazing conditions” in many 1local- 
ities where ‘saloons ‘run almost 
openly, and’ even a stranger has 
no difficulty in obtaining liquor.’

STATE HIGHWAY 
PROJECTS REACH 
ENORMOUS TOTAL 


What is the state highway depart- 
ment doing? 

Here is a summary of road work 
recently given out, including pres- 


ent projects now under construction, 
proposed projects and authorized 
projects, the latter having been au- 
thorized by the government. 

At the present time there are sev- 
enty-four projects under construc- 
tion, valued at $6,865,208.20. Fif- 
teen additional projects’ contracted 
for, with a valuation of $1,535,725.84. 
Seventeen additional authorized 
projects, valued at $1,008,355.59. 
Eighty-three proposed projects valu- 
ed at $2,864,160.37. The aggregated 
total of projects being one hundred 
and eighty-nine, with a valuation of 
$12,273,453. 

So far there are 17.04 miles of 
paved roads that have received gov- 
ernment authorization and are ac- 
tually..being constructed. 673.6 
miles of sand and clay roads and 
34.4 miles of graded roads, mak- 


finished or under immediate con- 
struction. 
In addition to the road work that 
is being put under way the high- 
way department has been authorized 
to erect thirty steel or concrete 
bridges, now under construction. 
The projects being carried out by 
the department are located in 107 
different counties and the work is 
being carried along rapidly for com- 
pletion.
